The Penunsylvania system of indirect
taxation is not without its disadvantages.
It severs the divect relation between the
taxpayers and the govercment, and ena-
bles thie scale of expenditure to be increased
without reconrse to a general tax levy
which comes home to the apprehension of
every property owner.  Unaer the old sys-

: tem the state ealled npon every man at his

" kept in every family.

own door for his quota of the government
expense. It now calls upon po man di-
rectly but upen all indivectly.  The farmer
now pays no tax aponreal estate.  But he
pays his tax when he bugs an article that
lhas been transported over a railroad, in
the increased price of his eoal, his iron,
hris mecessary implements, when he exe-
cutes a deed, or makes his will, or insures
lis house, or buys a glass of beei. The
state has Iaid its hand upon all corporate
and manufacturing industiies aod they in
turn place the burden upen their eustom-
ers, diffusing it in the ratio of their deal-
ings. The eflect of this system, is not in
anywise to lighten the burden of taxation,
for the ex pense of Government is increased.
It operates as a financial divorce between
the people and their agents at Harrisburg.
Lecause the pockets of the people are
picked indirectly, they are picked with
impunity.  The people know that they
arve robbed when they look at the inercascd
expenditures of public money ;: but the
robber says blandly : “Have we fiot re-
duced taxation? Do you pay any tax
upon real estate? lave we asked yon
for any money? Are we uot paying off
the state debt?  Go yonr ways, for gram-
Llers and malcotents: who can hope to
satisfly you 2" These answers have suf.
ficed to stifle ingquiry. Buat the evils of
the system have attained such magnitude
that they cannot be much Jonger hidden an-
der the veil of indiveetion.  The control of
the state funds has become the prize of
political ambition. The subordinate and
inferior oftice of state treasurer has for
vears heen a more important and controll-
ing function than the state exeentive.—
Undor treasury dictation ligislation has
been so manipulated that the strong box
of the state is alwavs kept full. Last win-
ter the legislatare assembled shortly after
the panic, in a season of the greatest mon-
ctary distress,  Every dietate of sound
policy pointed to measures of relief.  In-
stead, the state made its liberal appropria-
tion to the centenmial exhibitfon, which
conld have been readily paid ont of the re-
onrees of the treasury.  “This was a mens-
mre of most doubtful expediency and le-
aality.  Dut in order that the large ireas.
ury Tadance should be undisturbed new

stitution provines for an anoual rednetion
of the state debt of not less than $250,000
pet year.
